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SOMEONE HAS BLUNDERED. 

And the Citizens are Put to 
Unnecessary Inconvenience. 

There is bad management some- 
where about the St. Clair street 
bridge and the people, especially 
those living on the South Side, 
have been put to great inconven- 
ience. We understand that 
competent engineers said, be- 
fore the contractors began to 
make an excavation for the foun- 
dation of the new abutment, that 
the old one would fall down, yet 
no false work was put under the 
old bridge to support it in case thier 
words should prove true. The 
earth was removed, the wall tum- 
bled down on Wednesday and the 
public were stopped from crossing 
the bridge for a time. They were 
then allowed to come and go the 
next day until about 2 o'clock, 
when, without any notice being 
given, travel was again stopped 
and people on foot had to "cross 
the river in row boats or stay 
where they were, people who had 
made arrangements to leave town 
were left by their trains and coun- 
try people in town from the South 
Side of the county could not 
get home for some hours after 
they wished to. Now if there is 
to be no system about the stop- 
page of travel — no timely notice 
to be given— and the contractors 
are to be allowed td do as they 
please about the matter, two 
months before they expect to have 
any portion of the iron for the new 
bridge on the ground, a ferry 
might as well be established at 
once. 

We have heard that it is ( the 
intention of the city authorities 
to establish a pontoon bridge 
when the old bridge becomes im- 
passable, and if they have any 
such intention an act of "Congress 
will be necessary to empower 
them to do so, as the United 
States authorities will not allow 
such a bridge to be constructed in 
the river without an act is passed 
and the matter should be looked 
after at once. 



The old Bridge. 

. The undermining and fall of a 
portion of the south abutment of 
the St. Clair street bridge on 
Wednesday brings to mind the 
fact that on the 26th of De- 
cember, 1835, the middle span 
of a bridge which stood where 
the present one stands, fell 
and carried down with it two wag- 
ons and teams, the drivers and 
several foot passengers. Two 
negro men were killed but the 
Others escaped. The bridge was 
a acw one and had only been com- 
pleted but a short time. 
The present structure was erect- 



ed in 1847, and although it is un- 
sightly and out of date, it will be 
sadly missed, for its roof is a great 
protection to pedestrians in stormy 
weather and a greatful shade in 
the summer. The children of 
several generations have played 
upon it while going to and from 
school, lovers have gazed at the 
reflection of the moon in the river 
from it* walks, and old bums have 
used it as a shelter under which to 
sleep off their sprees. It has 
been pelted with bullets in war 
times, and has withstood the rush- 
ing waters of many floods. If its 
timbers could but speak they could 
tell of many curious things which 
have happened upon it during the 
long years of its existence. 

The Roundabout is no prophet, 
but on the 29th of last October, 
when the talk of the new bridge 
had about died out, it foretold the 
passing away of the old bridge 
in the following lines: 

Old Bridge! so warped and worn and weak, 
Though dumb, thy heavr burdens speak, 



Thy rattling chains have oft rchears'd 
The yean long gone, when thou was first 
To cross the waters In the State- 



But now, romantic Link of Time! 
Thou'rt at the point where the sublime 
Becomes rediculous to speak 
Of things both modern and antique. 
Thy loving friends have long sln:e gone, 
And with thy added burdens on, 
The Car of Progress rings Its bell 
For thee. Old Bridge! It Is thy knell!

Don't Cut Down the Elms. 

We are told that a gentleman in 
New Jersey had several large elm 
Bhade trees which were, to all ap- 
pearances, killed by insects similar to 
those which have been destroying 
the elms in this section for the past 
two years. He had not the heart to 
cut them down and left them alone 
for two years, when they began to 
bud and put forth leaves again, and 
are now in apparently healthy con- 
dition. The theory is that the bugs 
get under the bark and subsist on the 
sap until it is all gone and then die. 
The vitality of the tree is preserved 
in the trunk and after one or two 
seasons regains its lost vigor and be- 
gins to leaf out again. The matter is 
worth investigating by those who 
have valuable shade trees which have 
been attacked by the bugs and have 
lost their foliage.
